The work of the American Sunday School and its possibili-

37-Inch Tap Root 

When T. A. Ballou of Eubank 
took to the Pulaski county agent's 
office an alfalfa plant with a 87- 
inch tap root, he wasn't sure just 
how long the root was, since it 
broke off when he pulled the 
plant. 

"This shows," commented Coun- 
ty Agent Hugh Hurst, "that alfal- 
fa goes deep into the soil to get 
plant food that other plants can't 
reach. Alfalfa roots also aerate 
the soil and bring up moisture 
that ordinary plants do not get. 
That is why alfalfa stays green 
during dry weather so much bet- 
ter than other crops.
